But, the best US prior art lacks the limitation of a 
parts demand value and a container allocated days number. The limitations 
lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations clearly claimed in 
the application, are novel and unobvious. 

The best NPL (ERP: complexities, ironies, and advances.) teaches 
suppliers, manufacturers, and containers. But, the best NPL lacks the limitation 
of a parts demand value and a container allocated days number. The limitations

lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations clearly claimed in 
the application, are novel and unobvious.
